In the outstanding Office Action dated May 23, 2001 , 
the Examiner has: (i) rejected claims 1-5, 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over 'Tortable Translator," /5Mrec/imca/i)z5c/o^^ 37,No. 11, pp. 185-188, Nov. 

1994 (hereinafter "Portable Translator") in view of S.K. Das et al., "Microprocessor-Controlled 
Speech Communication Link to a Time-Shared Com^vX^x'' IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin, Vol. 
20, No. 1 IB, pp. 5051-5054, Apr. 1978 (hereinafter "Das"); (ii) rejected claims 6-8, 13 and 16-19
